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Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

No piezoelectric elements are claimed. Only method claims remain. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The US Pat No. 6,731,049 for Divisional application 10/072,297 needs to be updated in 
the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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With respect to claims 1-2, the claims are confusing and unclear. It is unclear whether 
NiO is added to the piezoelectric composition and then heat treated or whether the piezoelectric 
material is heat treated in an atmosphere containing NiO. In addition, it is unclear what formula 
would be formed by such a process, i.e. will nickel be included in the composition to form a lead 
nickel niobate composition. 

With respect to claim 2, the phrase "a container for housing said electrode .... setter for 
mounting. ..." is unclear. How is the NiO being formed as a container and setter? Clarification 
is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Takeuchi 
et al. (5,376,857). 

Takeuchi et al. (5,376,857) teaches a piezoelectric device whereby a piezoelectric 
layer(5) is applied to an electrode layer (4) situated on top of a ceramic substrate (2) (abstract). 
A piezoelectric layer (5) can be formed with any piezoelectric material including lead zirconate 
titanate (PZT) and lead magnesium niobate (PMN) with the addition of additives including 
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oxides of nickel (col. 11, lines 40-65). After deposition of the electrodes and piezoelectric 
material by a variety of methods (col. 10, lines 1-5), a heat treatment is performed to form the
